The fubfequent events of the war; the fuength of 
@ numerous and formidable confederacy ; the cafual 
viciitudes of fortane, and the uncertain termination 
of a novel and unprecedented contelt, may be urged as 
a plaufible apology, if not a complete vindication of the 
policy oftenfibly purfued by the government. Such 
felfifh confiderations may even be urged to palliate our 
unwillingnefs or our tardinefs to comply with the ftipa- 
lation of our treaties, for out latitude ef conitruction,

At a namerons meeting of the freeholders and o- 
ther inhabitants of Spotiylvania cownty on "Tucfday 
the roth April 1798 they having been previoufly noti- 
fied by advertifements in the public papers, shat their 
opinions would be called for onthe prefent imterefting 
crifis in their affairs, they confider it their folemn duty 
to declare their featiments on the prefent momentous 
and eventful Mste of the country. in the foliewing 
Refolution—which beiag sieparately put, were unani- 
moufly agreed to. 

rit. Refolved, That next to a diffolution of the U 
nion of our happy country, a war with France ought to 
be avoided ; and, that nothing lefs, than an open anc 
avowed attack upon our rights as a free and independent 
nation, can jufti y fuch a meafu-e—that alt leffer caufe: 
arifing out of a difference of opinion,in conftrection of 
fubfi.iing treaties. the laws of.nations and Diplomatic 
ceremonies whatever temporary iaconyenience may re- 
fult, cannot juftify a meafure pregnant with fach alar- 
ming and permanent injuries to the happinefs and prof. 
perity of our coumtry—that in weighing the argument 
in favor of war, the dangers a vai ing our political in. 
ftructions, in rifking the principles of our Liberties and 
happinefs upon Eutopean connections and politics. 
fhould be taken into the molt ferious confideration— 
and interefts fo dear to us, fhould not be made to give 
way to perfonal_refentments, a ftraggle for power or 
party {pirit. 

2d. Refolved. That ftrongly impreffed with the o- 
pinion,that moderation and forbearance will yet tend fo 
promote the reftoration of harmony and good under- 
ftanding between America and her fifter republic, and 
finally that allthe differences may be adjulted upon 
terms, honourable to both countries.— We heartily de- 
precate any meafure which my be fooffenfive, as to 
clofe the door of reconciliation, and mar all future prof- 
peéts of accommodation ; inthis view whilit we doubt 
the conftitutionality of that part of the Prefident’s 
meflage, which permits armed veffels to be cleared, we 
truft that as the conftitution has given the power of de- 
claring war ta cengrefs alone, the reprefentatives of the 
people will not be influenced in their deliberations by 
a perional confideration, but by thofe only, which in- 
volve the happinefs and interefts of their conatry. 

3d. Refolved, That peace with France. upon any 
terms, J:fs than an abandonment of cur rights as a free 
people, is preferable to a connediion with England up 
on terms, that would embark ovr interefls and ha pi- 
nefs in the fame bottom with her’s, and eventually heb. 
jeat us to the fame defpotifm, corruption znd bank- 
ruptcy, under which the is now labouring. 

4th. Refolved, that viewing the calamities which 
will enfue from a war with France we are led to appre- 
hend the aid that fuch an event would afford to the 
unremitted exertions of the enemies of republicanifm, 
in the United States, before our government is matured, 
and its principles permanently eftablifhed, by a liberal 
and correét conftru@tion, and fearful to anticipaté, that 
it would give additional unconttitutional weight to ex- 
ecutive to acquire power in the time of war. 

sth. Refolved, That to an enlightened people every 
information ought to be afforded by thofe in power, 
which can elucidate the unhappy difference that fubcfts 
between America and her filter republic ; that if there 
be jult caufe for war, they may be convinced of it and 
not prefled into meafures, which can never be effectual 
without ananimity ; but mult expofe our country to - II 
the misfortunes, that ufually befall a divided people, 
and finally end in all che horrors of a civil war, and 
confequent defpotifm.

The cantons op departments are in number 22; 
each appoints four fenators and eight members of 
the Grand Council. Each council has a feparate 
guard. Their fittings are public. The nomber 
vf afliftants is in proportion to the number of the 
wembers ef each counal. A man muoft either be 
warried or a widower to be eligible to the direc- 
torthip. The members of the DireStory are no. 
minated by the two Councils : but it is decided by 
lot which of thofe have the pr'vilege of determin. 
ing the eledion. The oamber of minitters will be 
either four or fix. The other parts of the confti- 
ution ave nearly fimilar to that of the French.

Gallatin then made a motion te amend the firft feGtion, 
by adding the following words, * provided they (the 
veffels) thal] not, in time of peace, be employed 
as conveys to any foreign port or place,” which ke 
fupported by a ipeech of confiderable length. The 
committee rofe without taking a queltion. 
he eflablithment of a Republic, ore and indivi- 

fible, in the room of the ancieat confeleratior, in 
Switzerland, may now be confidered as completed.
